This month the Harvest once more will be a 
theme issue relating to Bulletin Boards and 
comnunications. Dave Alpert did a very good 
job of showing how to use the NIAUG PMS, but 
there is so much to learn that I am sure that 
much of what he showed went completely by you 
as it did me. Fortunately Dave passed on 
several an articles written by Sandra 
Brockmaxm on how to use the PMS in conjunction 
with the ASCII Express Professional 
communictions program. These articles are 
very well written and you should find them 
very easy to follow. They were written 
specifically for the Apple Bits User Group of 
Kansas City PMS where Sandra is the System 
Operator for that bulletin board. Not only is 
Sandra a fine writer but her enthusiasm for 
the subject bubbles through, making the 
article that much more enjoyable to read. 
Some of the article's examples are specific to 
the Kansas system, but I am sure you will see 
the difference once you call the NIAUG system. 
I left them in purposely because they were 
good examples and the article would suffer if 


they were removed. 

As an added fringe benefit we are enclosing a 
list of bulletin boards around the country 
that you can experiment with. This list is 
courtesy the I/O PORT, the newsletter of the 
Tulsa Computer Society who did the type 
setting and PMS Santee, associated with Bill 
Blue who is author of ASCII EXPRESS, ASCII 
EXPRESS PROFESSIONAL, and the PMS software 
used by NIAUG. Happy calling and many happy 
long distance fees. 

HE GET QUESTIONS 

The executive has gone over the questionaires 
that are part of the annual membership renewal 
form. Various officers will be using 
different forums to try to answer the 
questions that each of you have asked. I will 
try to answer some of them here, so pay 
attention because we will have a test later.

If we are not 
addressing your needs we may not be getting 
any to meet your needs. We get many other 
club newsletters that do have programs of one 
type or other. I may be passing them over 
because they don't personally interest me. I 
can use your guidance on your needs, drop me a 
line and let me know what you would like to 
see or better still I will let you read the 
exchange newsletters and select articles that 
I should be publishing for the general benefit 
of us all. 

Statement 4....I would like to make contacts 
so that questions can be asked outside of the 


meetings.....RESPONSE....once more there are 
four ways to do this. 

1. Use the "Ask Mr. Apple" section of the 
meeting to ask someone to meet you. 

2. Put an AD in the Harvest, the price is 
right and you will get amazing response. 

3. Call someone on the "Hotline" 
concerning the subject that you have an 
interest or question on. Most of these 
people will have an answer for you or can 
refer you to someone who will be able to 
help you. 

4. Put a message on the NIAUG PM System, 
asking for assistance.

Dear Terry, 

The sort routine listed in the March ’84 issue of the 
Harvest is indeed quick. However it is not a sorter but an 
alphabet.izer. It can’t handle numbers or symbols. 

The fix is an easy one. The dimension for A in line 60 
should be changed to 128 (up from 26 which handles only the 
uppercase alphabet;. The "“64" needs to be eliminated from line 
70. The for-next loop in line 80 needs to be changed to 128 
(replacing the 26). 

Better still, sorting time does not appear to be affected.

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OPEN COMM ENTS ON PETER McWI LLIAMS IN THE 
TRIBUNE

Newspaper column "Personal computers" 

Chicago Tribune, Sunday, March 25, 1984 

Peter used the headline "Three programs 
for the draft-bored" and reviewed three 
different programs. Each program was 
designed for a different purpose. He 
identified these purposes as drafting 
reports, diagrams and dBase programs. It 
is only the first of these that I would 
like to address here. 

It is no secret to anyone who has read a 
few of Peter McWilliams" articles that he 
has no love for Apple Computer. Other 
than the fact that he sometimes allows 
this dislike to creep into his articles, 
and sometimes approaches this personal 
dislike with open hostility, he still 
presents a lot of computer oriented 
information in a reasonably pleasant 
writing style. Suffice it to say that I 
enjoy reading his column and usually 
overlook his personal (emotional?) 
anti-Apple comments. 

All that aside, I felt that he has now 
allowed, over a long period of time, a 
degree of tunnel vision to develop. Could 
it be possible that just because it comes 
from Apple it must therefore be either 
ignored or be put down? 

Let's assume that for this article the 
decision was to ignore. Peter reviewed a 
software package called COMPARE II which 
allows you to compare a second, third, 
fourth (etc) draft of whatever you might 
be writing to a previous draft to keep 
track of the most recent changes and to 
compare the differences. 

Granted, this program somehow points out 
the differences between the two drafts, 
but since the program costs $145.00, what 
would we who already own Apple Writer II 
gain by buying it? (Has Peter ever 
reviewed this program and since it is an 
Apple product, if he did review it, did 
he have anything positive to say about 
it)? 


Consider the fact that we can save as 
many drafts as we want on disk(s) and 
LOAD them at random for review and 
modification to our hearts' content. But, 
you ask, how can we modify a previous 
draft and still be able to compare the 
latest revision to the unrevised copy? 
The obvious answer would be to print a 
copy of the draft LOADed from disk and 
compare your work on the monitor to the 
printed copy. A less obvious answer, and 
one that seems to be seldom used, is to 
use the Split Screen feature of Apple 
Writer ([Y]). With Split Screen we can 
make revisions to the work copy while the 
unchanged reference copy is displayed on 
the same screen. 

We could now kick around the limitations 
of this feature, but, I'm sure you will 
agree that all programs have their 
limitations. I'm sure that COMPARE II has 
some. The point I am trying to make is 
Apple Writer has been around for a while 
and most of us don't use it to the 
fullest. If we jumped at the opportunity 
of spending $145.00 every time a new word 
processing program is offered we would 
soon run out of storage space and would 
have succeeded in duplicating various 
features, repeatedly. Further, since we 
have already made an investment in a word 
processing package, additional 
investments (by the hundreds of dollars) 
isn't the only alternative for improving 
our processing capabilities. 

If I must close by making a point, let it 
be this; whatever programs you might use, 
go back to the manuals from time to time, 
you might discover some untapped 
processing power that you may have 
over-looked. Also, keep reading Peter 
McWilliams' column. Who knows, maybe he 
will use one of the word processing 
programs that he reviews to finally say 
something positive about Apple and its' 
products.

For Beginners Only - PMS

PMS 

PMS stands for 'People's Message System. 
It is a bulletin board system designed 
for access through the telephone lines. 
On this system a caller can send and 
receive mail both public and private. A 
caller can'download' feature articles, 

lists of other message systems, programs 
or whatever else happens to be on the 
system at the time. A caller can also 
'upload' any type of ASCII based files 
directly to the system. 

The following information has been taken 
directly from the ABUG PMS and is 
printedhere to 1) assist any new callers 
to the system and to 2) re-fresh the 
memories of those of us who have been on 
ABUG PMS for awhile. 

For new users: COMMAND? is the prompt you 
get on PMS - the character or characters 
following COMMAND are the ones you would 
type to receive the information in that 
file.

Your time on PMS will 
be used more efficiently if you take note 
of the many shortcuts available on the 
system. This file also provides the 
answers to the most frequently asked PMS 
questions. For further HELP type H at 
the Command level... 

READING MESSAGES ON THE SYSTEM: 

There may be as many as 90 messages on 
the system. Some are private and cannot 
be read unless they are addressed to you. 
The public messages can be read by 
anyone. 

At the Command level: 

R displays range of message numbers 

R#+ (tf^first msg. # on system) allows 
you to read thru' all the public 
messages. (R15226+) 

RP#+ lets you read all the public msgs. 
on the system and shows you the 
headers of the private messages 
...where # is the number of the 
first msg. on the system (RP16663+) 
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SI scans thru' all public msg. head¬ 
ers starting with the first msg. 

S99999 scans thru' all public msg. 
headers starting with last msg. 
on system 

SP1 scans thru' all message headers 
starting with the first message 

SP99999 scans thru' all message head¬ 
ers on the system starting with 
the last message 

QS1 'quickly scans' thru' all public 
msg. headers starting with the 
first message on system 

QS99999 'quickly scans' thru' all

When SCANNING messages with S or Q

REPLYING TO MESSAGES: 

When you see the MORE— prompt at the 
end of a message, typing R will allow 
you to reply to the SENDER of that 
message. You fill in the SUBJECT: . 

The TO: and FROM: are filled in for 
you by PMS. Typing A at the MORE prompt 
will allow you to re-read the 
message. 

When you want to REPLY to a message 
addressed to you, hitting a 
CARRIAGE RETURN at the SUBJ: 
prompt will cause the program to add 
an R/ to the existing subj. heading. 

The subject heading cannot be longer 
than 30 characters. 


KILL THIS MESSAGE (Y/N/A/U): 

The above prompts are displayed after 
you read a message addressed to you. 

A=read this message AGAIN 
N=N0, do not delete this message 
Y=YES, remove this message 
U=UNMARK this message so it won't 
be in my message file when I sign 
on the system again. U puts a ! 
before your name in the message 
header, indicating you want 
others to see the message. 

DO YOU HAVE A REPLY (Y/N): 

The (Y/N) prompt is displayed right 
after you finish with Y/N/A/U(above). 

N=answers NO and takes you on to 
your next msg. (or Command level) 
Y=indicates you want to answer the 
message. Here you are greeted with 
the SUBJ: header at which point you 
can either type in a new subject or 
hit CARRIAGE RETURN which will add 
the R/ to the existing subject 
header. 


> SR;xxxxxxx <- SELECTIVE RETRIEVAL 

Typing SR; followed by a name or a 
subject or a date will retrieve the 
specific messages from the system. 
SR;APPLEWRITER SR;T0M 


> 0;xxxx <• 
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Typing 0 at the Command level will 
take you to the OTHER SYSTEMS LIST. 
The 0 list is very long. If you 
want to view only the PMS numbers on 
the OTHER SYSTEMS LIST you can re¬ 
trieve those numbers by typing 
0;PMS at the Command level. Any 
other string can be used for re¬ 
trieval of selective material.

ENTERING MESSAGES 

At the Command level, typing E will let 
you ENTER a message. You will be asked 
to fill in TO: and SDBJ: . The FROM: 
is filled in by the program. Presented 
with line # 1, you begin typing until 
the system indicates 'end of line' with 
a beep. A CARRIAGE RETURN takes you to 
the next line ... and so on. After 
the message is entered a RETURN 
will display message entry prompts. 
A°AB0RT message 
C=CONTINUE entry of message 
UNDELETE line 
E=EDIT line 

H=HELP with message entry functions 
I°INSERT a blank line 
L=LIST lines (LN list, no line #'s) 
S=SAVE completed message to disk 
W=reWRITE an old message 


DOT COMMANDS 

Any of the above commands can be 
entered as dot (.) commands on a 
new line in the message being 
written... 

•L5 will list message starting with 
line #5 

.LN will list the message without 
line numbers 
.D6 will delete line 6. 

.E4 will allow you to edit line 4 
(/old way/new way/) (C/R) (C/R) 
.S will allow you to SAVE/SEND the 
message 


LOCK AND LOCX 

After typing S to SAVE/SEND your mes¬ 
sage, you are presented with this: 

Password (4 Chrs. max.). If you 

want the message to be a PUBLIC message 
type any four characters and the msg. 
is saved. 


TO SEND A PRIVATE MESSAGE: 

LOCK will lock your message. It can 
be read only by the person to whom it 
is addressed. 

Do this: 

Password(4Chrs.max.)you type: LOCK 
Password(4Chr8.max.)you type: 4 chrs. 

LOCX will also lock your message. 

The message can be read by 

1. the person to whom it is addressed 
IF he has signed on with his PMS 
ID, or 

2. any person knowing the exact 
four characters you used when 
LOCXing this message. 

Do this: 

Pa8sword(4Chrs.max.) you type:L0CX 
Password(4Chrs.max.) you type:4 chars. 


TALK 

If you have a question, or need special 
help, you can, at the Command level, 
type TALK. If the sysop is available 
to answer questions she will respond to 
the command. This option should not be 
used for casual afternoon conversation 
(as it ties up the system)...if the 
sysop does not respond to the command 
after a try or two, write your question 
in COMMENTS when you sign off PMS. 

I hope this revised version of NEWCALL 
is helpful to you all. If I have 
missed any important commands, please 
feel free to leave me a COMMENT at 
sign off and I will try to make addit¬ 
ions to the file.

program efficiency. The Hayes 

Associates Micromodem card hardware is 
used to support the interface between 
Ma bell and the computer. The 
micromodem software, however, is not 
used. Instead, a very unique machine 
language I/O system has been developed 
specifically to support this type of 
software. It allows an intelligent 
input/output control system and 
foolproof carrier detect status. This 
prevents the system from ever getting 
"confused" or losing data as a result 
of lost carrier or caller abuse. 

Time and date are automatically 
supported by a Mountain Hardware 
Clock card. This device has proven to 
be very reliable and accurate. It 
provides the necessary login time and 
date, time since logged on, time since 
last keypress and checks to see if 
your maximum time per call has been 
exceeded. 

Disk storage in this particular 
implementation is supported by three 
Apple 5.25" drives, operating under 
Apple DOS 3.3. 


-*— > Program information 

The main bulletin board program is 
written mostly in Applesoft basic, and 
part in machine language, where speed 
or total system control is required. 
Most of the machine language routines 
are on EPROM or additional RAM card, 
while others are "mapped" into "free" 
memory locations some of which even 
trade off with each other to utilize 

to the fullest, a very limited 
workspace. This is all done very 
quickly and is completely invisible 
to the user. The main program is 
roughly 24k of BASIC code with an 
additional 3k of 6502 machine code in 
support routines.

PMS - THE PEOPLED MESSAGE SYSTEM 
Part 2 by Sandra Brockmann 
Although PMS is an extremely friendly 
program to use there are areas with¬ 
in the program that give all of us 
problems from time to time! For the 
old and the new user UPLOAD seems to 
be a major problem.

PROFESSIONAL” - PART 1

(If you think, like I thought, that your 
bare Apple ][ plus is enough to keep your 
brain busy forever you are right! But, 
if you are like some of the rest of us 
your bare Apple has just whetted your 
appetite for more and more and more. 

Soon enough you have your first new card 
in your APPLE and that gives you the 
chance to pop the top off your APPLE 
where you explore the motherboard and the 
inner workings of the computer. Then it 
is another card and another - and soon 

the slots are full and you are wondering 
when you are going to break down and buy 
some sort of peripheral device for more 
cards. And, perhaps, you have (with 

great fear and trembling) finally drilled 
a hole in your case for an 

uppercase/lowercase switch. APPLE 

applications go on and on and on. The 
wonder! of it . . . the joy! of it . . . 

knowing that it will never cease . . . 

knowing that manufacturers are scurrying 
to supply APPLE lovers with things we 

have yet to dream of buying! I was an 
innocent- APPLE owner once. Until I went 
to an ABUG beginners meeting, that is. I 
had a bare Apple once! Until I went to 
an ABUG beginners meeting! There it was 
hinted at. There it was discussed. 

There I realized the monumental importance 
of SLOT 2. 

If you think that playing 27 holes of 
golf in a day defies all logic, if you 
can't understand someone spending the 
time putting a model together, if you 
think spending hours on a grassy field 
chasing a pigskin covered ball is a waste 
of time - judge not, until you fill 
slot- 2! Once slot 2 is filled - once 
your computer table is filled with new 
phone wires and a little black modem box 
- once your charge account is switched 
from the local clothing store to the 
local computer paper store - you will 
understand what true enjoyment can come 

from spending incredibly long hours, doing 
something just for the pure FUN of it. 

Don't mention my name. Just ask around. 
Go to a beginners meeting and talk to Tom 
Vanderpool ... mention 1200 baud to 


Wood Dickinson or Keith Savastano, or to 
Tom. Drop the phrases 'AEPRO' and 
'CompuServe' and 'auto-answer' at your 
next computer gathering . . . and watch 
the eyes around you get glazed over - 
watch the little knowing smirks and 
smiles . . . watch the yawns struggling 

to get out from the sleepy modem user's 
mouths! 

Don't get a modem. Don't get ASCII PRO! 
You will fall in love all over again. If 
you think (and your family thinks) you 
and your APPLE are inseparable already - 
just wait until some modem user convinces 
you that you NEED at modem. You will be 
truly wedded to your computer room - and 
to the phone system - and to paper 
purchasing - and to the incredibly 
fascinating, stimulating, scintillating 
and enervating world of communicating 
with the world, via your APPLE.) 


For the purpose of this article 
we will assume a Hayes 
Micromodem II board plugged 
into SLOT 2 of your APPLE, 
connected to the Hayes 
Microcoupler, connected to a 
telephone line along with AEPRO 
in DRIVE 1 and an initialized 
disk in DRIVE 2 or an 
initialized disk ready to 
replace the AEPRO program in 
DRIVE 1 (if you only have one 
drive). 

READY: 

1. Boot up your system with the SYSTEM 
MASTER and run COPYA. 

Use it to make a copy or two of 
AEPRO. Put away your system master and 
your AEPRO original and boot up your 
system with a copy of AEPRO. 


2. Answer the question concerning upper 
and lower case with a Y or a N depending 
on your own system. 

3. Select a number from 1-9 corresponding 
with your modem type. 

4. Select a number corresponding to the 
SLOT in which your modem card is plu gg ed 
(in my case it is slot 2). 

5. Hit return 
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SET: NOW YOU ARE READY TO DIAL A NUMBER 

1. Type D(dial) - you will see ‘'number?' 

2. Type 341-3502 - hit return3. You will see: 

AE: Dialing: 341-3502 
AE: Waiting to connect .

4. When the connection is made you will 
see:

12. This time, at the COMMAND level, type 
0FF;N (which means you are signing off the 
system with N(No) comments to the system 
operator (sysop)). 

13. Your connection should now be 
terminated and you are ready to enter:

3. Let's simply learn by doing it! It's 
easier that way!! 

a. Hit .l(list lines) and 
watch the lines captured in 
your AEPRO buffer scroll 
by.

bar again. When you have 
seen enough lines go by get 
out of the .l(list lines) 
. mode by hitting

.l(ing) and stopping with 
the space bar ... to go 
faster tap the right arrow 
key a few times, to slow 
down hit the left arrow key

start listing with line 4. 

If we .167 we start listing 
with line 67.

b. Hit .d(delete)0,9 and 
return and we have 

deleted lines 0-9. 
.l(list) again and our 
first line is now what was 
line #10 a minute ago. 

Hit return and we

again. This time .d5,67. 

A big chuck of lines have 
been deleted (if you 
remembered to hit 
return to complete the 
transaction). If you .1 
again you can start listing 
at any point. Note that 
each time we delete lines 
the lines are renumbered. 

So you can't be tricky and 
decide to delete lines 
4,78,187 and 209. AEPRO 
won't let you. You delete 
lines using the coma 
between two numbers. The 
coma means 'including all 
the numbers inbetween'! 

c. Hit .p(put filename to 

disk) followed by a 
filename and drive 

designation (i.e. 

• pmodem,d2 will put all 

the stuff in your buffer on 
the disk in drive 2 under 
the filename modem). If 
you only have one drive 
make certain your AEPRO 
disk is beside the computer 
somewhere and your blank 
but initialized disk is in

file will go to the disk on 
drive one. 

d. Hit .cy(clear the 
buffer? yes) followed by a 
return and your 


buffer will be empty. To 
check this out just .1 and 
you will see you have 
listed nothing.

designation (i.e. 

.gmodem,d2 will get you 

the file called modem from 
your disk in drive 2).

f. Hit .e(edit line) and 
you can play with any line 
the number of which you 
designate after the .e 
(i.e. .e5 will allow you 

There are 
special characters which we 
can use in editing lines to 
move around, they are: 

1) Ctrl A - moves cursor 
left one word 

2) Ctrl F - moves cursor 
right one word 

3) Ctrl S - moves cursor 
left one character 

4) Ctrl D - moves cursor 
right one character 

5) Ctrl X - moves cursor 
to beginning of line 

6) Ctrl C - moves cursor 
to end of line 

7) Ctrl P - prefixes the 

insertion of a Ctrl 

character into text 

8) Ctrl G - gobbles up 
the character under the 
cursor 

9) Ctrl H - deletes 

character to left of 
cursor 

10) Ctrl R - recalls 

original line if you've 
mucked it up 

11) Ctrl V - toggles 

editing insert mode 
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12) Ctrl Z - wonderful 
zaps the entire line 
(quickly) 

'W> // To exit the edit line mode 
hit return. 

g. ,f(free space/buffer 
status) gives you the 
'current total number of 
characters in the buffer, as 
well as the number of 
characters which remain' 


So, let's be done with the 
editor. You've tried out 
lots, if not all, of the 
above commands - you've done 
some right and you've blown 
a few - but, in any case, 
you are now more familiar 
with the basic editor 
commands of AEPRO and you 
have learned how to dial and 
capture information with 
AEPRO. 


h. .h(help) returns you to 
the editor command menu 

i. .i(insert lines) used to 
insert text

In the 
next issue I will give you 
my 'simple solution to the 
problem of transfers' which 
will teach you, and remind 
me, 1) how to get a file

A REVIEW OF TURBO PASCAL 
by Tony Antonucci 

I, for one, was very glad to see software 
houses begin to produce, high quality at a low 
cost, software. If they could make the price 
low enough, people would buy it rather than 
steal it. Sounds good to me! One of the 
first such software packages was JRT Pascal. 
At $29.95 it was a fair compiler at a very low 
price. 

Well now there is even a better compiler for 
CP/M which doesn't cost that much more. TURBO 
PASCAL by BORLAND INT. at $49.95 (Ad on page 
456 of Dec. 1983 BYTE). 

When TURBO PASCAL came via UPS, I opened it 
expecting to find the usual three ring binder 
and a disk with "fair at best" software. I 
was wrong. TURBO PASCAL comes with a very 
complete reference manual (254 pages worth) in 
a bound book format. 

The compiler produces object code and will run 
on any Apple with a Z-80 card. Unlike JRT or 
even Apple Pascal, it produces an intermediate 
file that must be used with a run-time support 
file. TURBO can produce .COM files ready for 
execution, without any other files needed. 


The compiler: It edits and compiles in memory 
so it is very fast. Most compilations, that I 
have done, take 1-3 seconds, yes seconds, not 
minutes! If and error is found you only have 
to press ESC and you're in the editor at the 
point of the error!. NOTE: the editor and 
compiler are together in one 28K program. 
After you have compiled and run your program 
(all from inside TURBO PASCAL), and have it 
debugged, just change one compiler option and 
save it to disk as a .COM file. 

The editor: One very nice feature of TURBO 
PASCAL is that it comes with a built in 
editor. For any one using Wordstar the editor 
is command compatible. Also with the install 
program provided you could change any command 
to whatever key sequence you might want (give 
it compatiblility with your favorite editor if 
you like). The TURBO PASCAL editor is so good 
that I would even reconmend it to someone just 
looking for a good CP/M text editor at a a low 
price....with a Pascal compiler thrown in for 
free! The built in editor gives TURBO PASCAL 
an interactive feel. Just use the editor to 
write or modify a program, exit the editor and 
compile it, then back to the source to change 
something and then recompile it all within one 
program, without disk access! Very large 
programs, that wouldn't fit in memory all at 
once, can easily be chained together. 

The install program: This program lets you 
install any changes that you would like to 
make in the editor's comnands setup or in the 
screen display, which can be configured to any 
terminal combination. 

As for speed, most CP/M Pascal compilers 
produce 8080 code that will run on any 8080, 
8085 or Z80 CP/M system. Thus it should be 
possible to have source code compatibility 
between machines running any of these 
processors. 

Well if it sounds like I enjoy TURBO PASCAL, 
it's because I do. I feel that it is one to 
the best Pascal compilers on the market, has a 
good built in editor and at only $49.95 you 
almost can't go wrong. 


What is comes with: TURBO PASCAL comes with 
the compiler, a built in Wordstar compatible 
editor, an install program and a sample 
program (a spread sheet program).

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APRIL PLANNING MEETING MINUTES

Tuesday April 17 found Seven club members 
at Computervision for the monthly 
planning meeting. With cans of soda in 
hand they began the meeting at 7:15 P.M. 

The first item of business was discussion 
of a pair of prescription sun glasses 
that had been found at the meeting.

The secretary (thats me) proclaimed a 
historical event that hopefully will help 
with general club efficiency. The event 
was the arrival of the new club database. 
We are now equipped with a powerful 
database known as "The General Manager" 
by Sierra On-Line Inc. I don't promise 
miracles because this tool is new to me 
and it takes a bit of learning to use it 
properly. I'll let everyone know what 
find as I make progress with it. Comments 
were made about my purging the existing 
file of all 1983 non renewed members. As 
of this date I have successfully 
completed that task. We currently have 
402 members on the 1984 file. I would 
like to personally thank both Rich McNeil 
and Terry Tufts who were kind enough to 
loan me a copy of General Manager and 
Versa Form respectively to use for a time 
in order to assist in making my decision.

Next on the agenda our treasurer reported 
that all interest. on all overdue taxes 
have been paid and we are currently in 
the process of asking the I.R.S. to abate 
any penalties associated with this late 
payment. Due to the way the laws are 
written, we as a group, do not qualify 
for a tax exempt status. We are a 
non-profit organization but non-profit 
does not mean tax exempt. We will let you 
know more as this progresses. 

Terry Tufts informs us that 4,000 packets 
are being printed for handout at the 
up—coming Userfest and as new member 
handouts. Chris Otis reported that there 


were charges of $800.00 for preliminary 
work such as electrical hookups, things 
being moved around and other typical 
union requirements. If we realize only 42 
members from this fest we will have 
covered our booth expences. 

Jim Glore mentioned that there will need 
to be an officer on hand for the opening 
of the show each day to ensure that all 
is in order in our booth. We will also 
need someone with a van or truck to 
assist in hauling some items to and from 
the show. There will be two types of 
passes issued for volunteers of the fest. 
The first will allow the wearer access at 
any time prior to or after the show 
times. The second will restrict it's 
wearer to show hours only.

Rob Stewart is still hard at work putting 
together a set of by-laws for the U.G. 
and plans to discussing these at the nest 
planning meeting. As these by-laws 
directly involve all of us and the way 
the group operates it might be a good 
idea if everyone plans to attend the nest 
meeting and find out what is happening. 

A recent note from a prior member and SIG 
chairman sparked conversation with the 
thought that it is difficult to run a SIG 
with only a few seasoned users and the 
rest, rank beginners. One of the ideas 
was to encourage paid classes for these 
rank beginners prior to their joining a 
SIG .

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INTERESTING BITS

Associated Technology has conducted an industry survey that identifies over fifty major 
software locator services citing over 300,000 software packages and representing over 8,000 
companies. The survey was conducted to provide a comprehensive guide for beginning a 
software search. The survey results are available to both buyers and sellers of software for 
$8.50 from ATC Software, RT2, Box 448, Estill Springs, TN 37330. 

Allied Research Corp. has unveiled a new detachable keyboard designed to offer easy 
operation and increased capability to Apple II and 11+ Users. It is called the Data Spec 
Detached Extension Keyboard and is priced at $299.95. The keyboard has a full ASCII 
character set with uppercase and lower characters. It also has 97 programmed functions and 
commands, 20 of which are located on a separate keypad. The keyboard comes with a ten-foot 
cable to allow freedom of movement to the user. 

Apple Computer Inc. has introduced a mouse-controlled graphics package for the Apple II 
. computer. The $149 AppleMouse package includes a mouse, similar to those used with Macintosh 
and Lisa, and a MousePaint software program from the MacPaint graphics software for 
Macintosh. It is available for any Aplle II computer. Also Apple is offering a "software 
developers tool-kit" that allows developers to incorporate the mouse in future Apple II 
applications. A similar program is under development for the Apple III and III+. 

Davong Systems Inc has brought out a line of add-on Winchester disk subsystems for The 
Macintosh. The drive subsystems will be available in May through Davong's network of nore 
than 1100 retail outlets. The 5-Mbyte drive is expected to sell for $1995, with a 32-Mbyte 
model available for $3995. The 10-Mbyte system will be priced at around $2200 to $2400. The 
drive subsystems are connected to Macintosh through one of the two RS422 serial ports. Also, 
in the third quarter of this year, Davong plans to introduce a streaming tape backup system 
and a local-area network for the Macintosh. 

Textprint Inc., a supplier of image-enhancement modules, has introduced a printer-interface 
card for the Apple II and lie that can work with both serial and parallel printers. 
List-priced at $149.95, the product—called Print-It! model 2—is said to be compatible with 
more than thirty popular printer models. The suggested retail price includes a handbook and 
an appropriate cable, either parallel or serial. 

In a dramatic price-cutting move, VisiCorp has slashed the price of its Visi On applications 
manager program from $495 to $95. Visi On, the firm's "integrated operating enviroment" for 
personal computers, allows users to display information from different programs on the 
computer screen, and to transfer data between programs. It is hoped that the price drop will 
spur sales of Visi On's applications programs. 

A survey from Sofsearch International quantifying packaged computer software products 
available for seven micro-computer system groups, revealed Apple has the largest overall 
software base(6,428 identified products). Second was the 5047 avaiable for the Tandy TRS-80 
and third was the 4111 on the market for IBM systems. 
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Apple Computer announce it long awaited Apple 
lie computer. It is a miniaturized version of 
the lie weighing only 7.5 pounds and priced at 
$1295. This price includes 128K of RAM, 5.5 
inch/140K built in disk drive, a dual mode 
video output supporting 40— and 80- column 
formats; six interactive tutorial disks; two 
serial ports and connectors for a mouse and a 
monitor. The system can drive monochrome or 
color monitors, a liquid crystal display or a 
television. The lie has no expansion slots 
for additional boards, all additions to the 
system are done through connectors. 

Other options include and external disk drive 
for $329, a carrying case and monitor stand at 
$39 each, a mouse and Mousepaint graphics 
package for $99 and a thermal transfer printer 
for $299. 

APPLE REALIGNS PRICES 

The suggested price for the entry level He is 
$995 which includes 64k of RAM, a floppy disk 
drive and controller. The $1795 system 
includes a monitor, a duo disk drive and 80 
column card. The $2995 package includes the 
Profile hard disk system. 


APPLE SURPASSES GOALS FOR MACINTOSHES 

Apple announced that it had met its sales 
goals of 50,000 units installed by the first 
100 days. They announced that they have 
70,000 units installed and that the 50,000 
unit goal was met in 74 days. It took the 
Apple II more than two years and the IBM PC 
eight months to achieve the same results. 

They said they could have sold between 200,ooo 
and 300,000 Macs if the factory could have 
produced them. While the factory is designed 
to produce a machine every 27 seconds, they 
have not been able to meet this goal. They 
expect to be producing 40,000 computers a 
month using double shifts by this Sumner. 



Apple expects to have shipped 50,000 lie's by 
the end of May.

Apple Computer Inc. will sell 
private label modems and 
communications software along with 
its computers. Apple has signed an 
agreement with US Robotics, Chicago, 
to market both 300 and 1200 baud 
asynchronous modems priced at $225 
and $495 respectively with AppleTerm 
communications software. 

The units require 64K of memory and 
are compatible with the commands of 
the DC Hayes Smartmodems. 

Both units provide built in 
auto-dial and auto answer functions 
so an unattended Apple computer can 
automatically initiate or receive 
data transmission. The software is 
menu driven and allows the use of 
electronic subscription databases 
but does not provide sophisticated 
file-transfer and electronic-mail 
applications.
